evident if need be.

wiſh theſe rude Appellations were onely faffned on them who moſt properly may 
lay claim to them. 

But among all your malicious Obloquies,I wonder with what face you can pro- 
nounce me a pretender to Phyſick and Chymiſtry, or illiterate, fith none unleſs . 
ſome abominable ſlanderer,” could ever juſtly tax me of ſerious premeditated dil- . 
fimulation in my Religion; Profefſion, Manners, or Converſa: ion... This candor 
and charity of ſpirit hath been not a little diſadvantagious to' me, ' as fo a fecular 
protit, which' the Galenitts prefer before all. . This one of the Sociery (if he 
would conteſs it) knows to be true (3. e- Dr. Tern)who was pleaſed ſixteen years * 
retrograde from this time, to applaud me publickly tor a very Able Phyſician >. | 
although now he ſecks cloſely-to Fileredic me, and declaim. againſt my Remedies 
. 855 
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Neither let your inconſiderable thoughts you entertain of me, take you off / 
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-as too Hot and Strong. Notwithſlanding, thus much I muſt be bold to tell him, 
that this weak; frigid opinion of his concerning my Medicaments, ariſes from an 
imbecility of his ſight, not able to penetrate into the Cauſes of Natural Things; 
which intirmity (his beloved intereſt will hardly ever ſuffer to be cured. Thus 
the blinde leads the blinde, and fo the people will have it (as they fay.). 

' Moreover, my grand enemy your Patron (in obedience to whom you wrote 
this Polylogical Treatiſe, without any proportionable improvement of the Rea- 
ders Intelle&uals) teſtified of me to his Apothecary above thirty years paſt, that IT 
'was a very good Scholar for my time: tor having not long betore left the com- 
mon Schools, finding an inclination to the ſtudie of Phylick , led by Divine Pro- 
vidence, I dire&ly pitched upon this moſt eminent Art, having ncither bctore 
nor after afte&ed any other Vocation. 

Thus making ſome'progreſs in this Medicinal Studie, Mr. Dywtie (in whoſe 
houſe we had Winter-lodgings ) willing to oblige my Father, to!d 111m that (ſee- 
ing I was deſirous to acquire knowledge in Phyſick) he doubted not but his Bro»

coming out of France, I ſicercd my courle tor Weymouth, intending for Oxford, 
but by the tran(verlc Marching of the Earl of Eſſex, I was driven the quite con- 
trary way into Corxwal z trom whence returning after the Victory there obtain= 
ed by that good King, 1 was ( according to Fate) taken Priſoner at the Jaſt 
fight at Newbery by the Pariiament-Forces 3 atterwards I was brought up to Loy+ 
don, and clapt up in the Fleet, where I continued immur*d up fome Months, tive 
Weeks of which I was dangerouſly tick All this while I 1n no wilt neglccd 
to follow my Study in Phylick,as opportunit1:s would permit. 

At length having attained a competent knowledge in Phyliologie, I addreſſed 
-my (elf above twenty three years ago, to be examincd by the Colledge of London- 
Phyſicians, Dr. Clark, being then ordained Preſident, Dr. Prujean, Dr. Hamey, 
Dr. Micklethwait, Cenſors who approving, my abilities to practiſe, told me that 
ithey would conter upon me a Teſtimony thereotit T paid ſuch a ſum of money de» 
manded by them tor my Licenſe: which exceflive demand,when 1 C:aw them fo rid» 
gidly inſiſt upon to the utmolt tarthing, conlidering what little advantage I ſhould 
xeap by this Commillion from them 3 I entertained the counſc! ot one of their 
Seniors. and (o with all ſpecd betook my (elt.according to his advice, to Leyden, 
where I had been formerly converſant (where niy Friend and divers Collcgiates 
Had been graduatcd) to obtain a Degree ex condigno, purctaled upen better 
terms 
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terms then many of our Philoſophaſters and Medicaſters acquire it here. 
Thus performing all things decently, and in order, for the credit of my Profcſ- 
fon (ſo far as my ability would allow) ill keeping within my breaft a loyal 
and honeſt Soul in the height of temptations, giving every one his due without 
conſtraint, abhorring to joyn with any Faftion to magnifie or depend upon a re- 
bellious politick Patron for my own baſe ends, to the injury of my King and 
Country : I made a conſtant ' proceedure in that Philoſophy I conceived molt - 
uſefal or beneficial for mans life , without applying my elf to the gratifying 
thoſe Preco's, who meaſure the worth of Phyſicians, according to the numbers 
and length of Bills preſcribed. 

In this manner I lived obſcure fourteen or fifieen years, always detecting to 
proſtitute my felt or the Art to thoſe Sollicitors or Procurers of Practice, whom 
I knew, if I would feed often with a long Bill (as other Practitioners did) they 
would cry up my name aloud 3 neither ſhould I then be in danger of incurring 
the fate of Van Helmont, not to be known where in what ſtreet ſoever T lived : Net- 
ther could I diſpence with time-ferving Hwmors, as moſt of the Galcnilts did for 
their ſordid gain. 

However, I was always (cdulous to obſerve the kindely effects of Galenical 
and Chymical Remedies, ſome of which I made with my own hands, before I 
entred upon publick pra&ice, others were recommended unto me by an honeſt 
ſufficient Phyſician, my very loving friend, formerly an accurate Apothecary 3 
but at length forced to give over his Trade, by realon of the perſecution which 
the Collegiates brought upon him for making Lac Swlphburis, a late Prevalent Me- 
dicament, as he ordered it..

Hereupon I was ſtrongly induced, through the importunate DiCtates of my 
Soul,to diſſwade others from this tallacious, yea, pernicious way of Curing z alſo 
to excite thoſe who are cordially ſollicitous tor mans health,to put out themſelves 
to the utmoſt in the ſearch after better means,far more able to extirpate Maladies 
= Sangaimiſſion, without any conſiderable imparing the ſtrength (as I can 

cate. ) 

+ For this Reaſon you unworthily detrat from me, reviling me- with taunting 


language, without any further ſcrutiny into matter of Fa& 3 which I mult court - 
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orurg2 you to, that T may cleer my (elf, and certifie who is illiterate (as to the 
knowledge of things) conducible to our better State (for that's the principal end 
of Language) or who of us is the pretender to the Art of Phylick or Chynultry, 
that ingenious men may underſtand the meaning of thoſe terms, which you (like 
a. cunning Gipſic, hoping thereby to ſuggeſt to the Reader, that no matter of 
Moment is contained in the whole Tenour of my words) call Canting : The Ef 
ficacie or Inefficacie, the Innocence or Nocence of the Stom. Efſe. alias, ſtiled by you 
Pepper-drops, which you maliciouſly, ignorantly vilihe, to gratihe the Apotheca- 
rics, and their poor-{pirited Doors, who are torced in this Exigence to truckle, 
to cloſe in, and to carry fair with thoſe whom I am certain they cordially 
hate. 

Neither ſhall Tat preſent uſe better Arguments to inſtigate you to. this laudable 
:Galeno-Chymical tryal, then thoſe procecdnig trom your own mouth; thus de- 
claring : I: is a ſaying in the Civil Law, Plus valet umbra Experti Senis quam E» 
loquentia Juvenisz and thoſe Philoſophers which would upon certain prejudicate 0- 
pinions and pretences of Reaſon determine of Medicinal caſes, are exploded even by 
Galen. Nothing is firm in Phyſick,, but what is confirmed by 4 happy experience. 
And 'tis an Imbecillity in judgement ( ſaith the great Stagyrit: ) to deſert Experience, 
and adhere to Reaſon. 1 aflure you, Sir, if you lay alide your Mwltiloguie, your 
boaſting of particulars, rarcly happening, inſtances or examples ot Cures palt 3 if 
you wave your multering and {ummoning in Authors like to like, infigniticant 
as to, confute any ſagacious Philoſophers ſenſes : If you torbear your raillery, 
(which I fear will hardly be done, being (o natural to you) and adhere to ſeveral 
equal Experiments which you or my (clt ſhall propoſe 3 I proteſt I will kiſs your 
hand, and altogether expunge out of my thoughts any Animolitics you have given 
mecauſc to harbour againſt you. 

Wherefore 1 ſhall endeavour what poſlible to ſtop all yaur ſtarting holes , 
leaving .but one paſſage, which will undoubtedly lead us in the dirc& way of 
Truth, and ſpeedily decide our Controverſies. In the hirſt place, I courteouſly 
' offer to you ſome Effaies, tending to the diſcovery of the Efficacie or Incfhcacie of 
Bloud-letting, according to thole ſuppoſitions you have ſet down in your Epiſto- 
lary Diſcourſc. 

Chule you one of a full Athletick habit of Body, afflited with an Acute or 
-Chronick Diſeaſgzorder him according to your Method,by a previous Sanguimiſli- 
on: Let us hear before your firſt attempt of a hopeful Cure, what immediate ſo- 
lace or real alſwagemcnt introductory to a found future recovery from this or 
that lickne(s ( barring Opizm) you can promile, in what time you can judiciouly 
engage thedanger ot che Dilcaſe to bc paſt,likewiſe ſecure (ſeldom erring) the Pa- 
- tient from any tedious inhrmity , as Ague, Drophe, Scurvy, Conſumption, com- 
monly enſuing an Accute Griet. 

' Be pleaſed in like manner to deſtinate tomy fhare one cqually Plcthorick alſo, 
every way attectcd as your aforefaid lick perion, fo nigh as we can deem , whom 
I thall undcrtake to handie (without the emillion oi Bloud) fo as to give you 
{ome

I once again carneſtly preſs you to accept of the juſt and tri diviſion of the 
Hoſpital ſick wretches into two parts (the priviledge of the EleQion of one half 
being allowed to you) then will we fall to our Work, demonſtrating who ac- 
cording to your great Stagyrite is guilty of imbecility of judgement. . 

Moreover I conjure you, if you have any Picty, Honeſty or Sobriety in your 
Adtions, to entertain ſome of thoſe equitable experimenta] Propoſals, ibed in 
Hematiaſ.

Thus omitting an empty noiſe of vain-glorious bragging of thoſe Experiments 
we have perhaps, like good o!4

Hence it will appear whether it be aty whit proper to let out the Vital 'Juyce 
in the Plague 3 which that you, or any late Fugitives, ſhould ftand up for being al- 
together a {tranger (cnſibly to its Nature, argues tranſcendent Ignorance, and (u- 
perlative Impudence. 

. Hence we: ſhall finally diſcuſs, - whether "letting out the Blond in the Small 
Pox be not far more dangcraus and lefs cffecaal tor a fandamental Cure,-then

Vital Spirits, withal cauſc the lefs Scars to enſue'in the Skin, 

I hope I ſhall hereby vindicate my Remedies from your virulent Slanders, in 
particular, the Stomack-Efſence, (cothngly called by you Pepper-drops, which b e- 
ing full of Salt, the unſavory Galeniſts ſtand in great need of (although their 
pride will not ſuffer them to make uſe of it}for the preſervation of their {uſpeted 
Fame from an ill Odour. | 
This Remedy I queſtion not to protect, _— all oppoſitions, as the molt in» 

nocent 
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nocent, ptevalent Remedy in Healing, MO. any preparation which maybe pag” Ye 
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reaſonable, uſeful, praQtical Conteſt, it will 
ther iſts can iy wy Adequate Meaſure overcome 
thoſe Atxi Calamities of Body, which at this day rage among us, without the 
help of Chymical Medicaments 3 the Oblation of Fphich they oftentimes make 
ſecretly to their Patients, attributing the happy ſucceſs coming upon- them, to 
their feculent Galenical Mixtures (yet railing againſt publickly, and condemning 
the toxmer,being the beſt Aqwer in their Garden,ready to help thern at a dead lift) 

By this means it will be made evident what a vaſt difference there is between 
Olewm Puviols , Sulpbaris 5 Mercur. Dulc. Precipt. Rab. OC Abb. #Twrb. 
Mipey. Croc. Metalls. Spiri. Sal. vulg. the uſe whereof I have many years ago 
quite lett off, for as much as they are juſtly ſuſpe&cd as hazardous, in compari- 
{on of others Philoſophically handled, as Eſent. Sromachi, Pil. Polycre. neſt. Put. 
Peftifug, Tinduy. Emetic. Puly. Emeto. Cathar. Pil. Emeto. Cathar. Tintiur. Po- 
lyace, Potzo noftr a Cardig. Tinitur. Alexiter. &c. 

We {hall herchy dete& whether Van Helmont ought to be eſteemed an Intel 
ligent perſon in Phyſick, a perſon of credit, or a man of pradiice; although you rafh« 
ly impeach him of the contrary. 

Adde to. this , whether I can make an Experiment (againſt which your bare 
Negative will never prevail) that you are a molt egregious notorious ——— 

Laftly,it will be diicloſcd, who (the Galeniſts, or true Philoſophical Chymiſts) 
properly deſerve the ſcurrilous names you throw upon us,as Mountebanks, Dnack-

a glittering gilded outſide, rather then an intrinſecal value, Hereupon I 
make known if ſo be multitude of Patients be any ſolid Argument (as you would 
have it) that Ergo the Galeniſts muſt ngeds be the beſt Practitioners in Phyſick, 
ſth then Sir Rzobard Barker and others ſuchlike, frequented by a numerous com 
pany of all ſorts of fick people , muſt by neceffity of the ſame Reaſon be reckon» 
ed amongſt the beſt Phyſicians.
